I find that I personally 
fasten my belt from right to 
the left, in the same direction 
women's jackets button.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Digit Dialing Stirs Much Ire, 
Causing Heat Not Light 


Digit dialing of telephones seems a 
pretty straightforward issue. But so in 
its early days did fluoridation of drink­ 
ing water. Both have the outer sem­ 
blance of factual affairs in which the 
truth should become readily visible, 
thereafter to be upheld by all good folk 
and true. 
Nothing of the sort. Soon the best 
one can do is assume a virtuous attitude 
because human emotions have become 
so involved that truth is hard to identify. 
Of course a newspaper is supposed to 
be a product of superhuman processes, 
at the very least the refined distillations 
of a distinguished board of editors, none 
lacking doctorate and all with long gray 
beards. 
But even these worthies might well 
throw up their hands over human na­ 
ture. 'Perhaps at times only throw up, 
net.) 
“ I just can't remember seven num­ 
bers.M 
That remark by a feminine opponent 
of digit dialing strikes home, for it gets 
to the heart of the matter. On the wit­ 
ness stand a number of notable pro­ 
ponents of digit dialing have proved 
under fire that they can’t remember 
seven numbers either, or sometimes as 
few as three or four. 
Some prodigies, it is true, can even 
recite their Social Security numbers. 
These people are few. Everybody uses 
the telephone, like it or not. 
If you tour by automobile you may 
have found it embarrassing to have to 
leave the motel office to check your car 
license number for the register. (Next 
thing, one tends to feel, might be a de­ 


mand to peek at the marriage license.) 
But anyhow, with «in effort of will it's 
possible to remember one’s California 
license number, and you know why? 
letters mixed in, is why. 
Sometimes the letters add to a word. 
It has to be a good word or Sacramento 
will keep it out of circulation. 
Down Mill Valley way they issued 
plates with letter combinations like BFX 
and it takes some doing to whittle much 
out of that. But just the same, it can be 
kept in mind along with three figures a 
lot easier than six figures. That is pre­ 
cisely why it’s done that way. 
The phone people have uttered a lot 
of nonsense about how they are limited 
on the picturesque words with good two- 
letter starts usable for phones, like 
Marin's EDgewater and San Francisco's 
YUkon and KLondike.

Mix in 
letters the same way the license plate 
people do. 
An I-J correspondent made the point 
that there are only eight dial-holes with 
letters. All right. That's because Q and 
Z have been left out. Stick ’em on, for 
heaven’s sake or anyhow for the poor 
dumb phone user's sake. 
Public relations seems a lost art, so 
far as the phone company is concerned. 
A lot of people have taken an “ anti” 
position in large part because of the gall 
and arrogance shown. A lot of people 
were happy when the California State 
Public Utilities Commission said “ Stop!” 
and wished it had said “ Back up!”

on the best-seller lists for 32 
weeks as, for example, Bald­ 
win’s book has done, the Ken- 
nedys surely will be counting 
the book as a major political 
reverse. 


J.F.K. IS frankly anti-Ken­ 
nedy. Lasky wrote it as a 
challenge to John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s political integrity and 
fitness for the presidency. It 
will enrage Kennedy’s friends 
and delight his enemies. But 
that is not of much moment. 
The important question is 
whether the book will have 
substantial impact on the 1964 
presidential election. It could 
be deadly to Kennedy’s re- 
election chances if enough 
voters read it and were con­ 
vinced that Kennedy is—as 
charged — a weather - vane 
politico who substitutes for 
political convictions and prin­ 
ciples merely an obsessive 
need to win—to win at all 
costs. 
The portrait of Kennedy 
sketched by L a s k y in 582 
pages is not a pretty one. 


THE BOOK is as political as 
a campaign speech and as one­ 
sided as a presidential plat­ 
form. But campaign speeches 
and 
presidential 
platforms 
have proved themselves to be 
enormously effective in in­ 
fluencing American voters. 
The fact t h a t Lasky has 
written consistently from an 
adversely 
critical 
point 
of 
view need not deprive the 
book of political impact. It 
could be a blockbuster. 
It variously is estimated 
that 40 to 50 newspapers are 
publiahing “J.F.K.“ aerially. 


Digit Dialing Has 
Millions More 


Editor, Indepcndent-Journal: 


The letter of Neil Power 
suggested that some research 
firm could verify which sys­ 
tem of dialing offers the most 
combinations. However, one 
does not have to go so far to 
get the information, for it 
may be obtained from a high 
school math book. 
On p a g e 371 of Founda­ 
tions of Advanced Mathema­ 
tics, by Kline, Oesterle, and 
Willson, there is a theorem 
which states: “ If an act can 
be performed in r ways, and 
after it is performed in any 
one of these ways, a second 
act can be performed in s 
ways, and thereafter a third 
act can be performed in t 
ways, and so on, then the 
successive acts can be per­ 
formed in rst . . . ways.” 
I would like to apply this 
theorem to our telephone. A 
telephone has 10 holes used 
for dialing. All 10 of these 
have numbers in them. Only 
B of these holes have letters 
(it does not matter how many 
letters in a hole, for the tele­ 
phone can not distinguish be­ 
tween an A, or a B, or a C) in 
them. In dialing a local call 
we dial 7 times. 
Applying the above infor­ 


mation to the theorem, we 
find that, in the case of digit 
dialing, the r is equal to 10. 
So docs the s. the t, and so 
on. Thus the number of com­ 
binations in digit dialing is 
10 times 10x10x10x10x10x10, 
or 10,000.000 
In the case of letter pre­ 
fixes the r would he equal 
to 8, and so would the s. The 
t and so on would be equal 
to 10. Thus the number of 
combinations in letter prefix 
dialing is 8x8xl0xl0xl0xl0x 
10 or 6.400.000. 
By subtracting th e tw o 
numbers we find that digit 
dialing 
has 
the 
advantage 
over letter prefix dialing by 
3.6 million combinations.

As To Staying Quality

WASHINGTON— Gov. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller is having a 
hard time convincing Repub­ 
lican leaders throughout the 
country that he is in the pres­ 
idential race to stay. 
Everywhere he is encoun­ 
tering outspoken doubt and 
skepticism . 
Almost invariably local and 
state party chiefs pointedly 
recall his sudden flip-flop in 
Demember 1959, when Rock­ 
efeller started out to chal­ 
lenge Vice-President Nixon 
for the GOP nomination and 
then abruptly quit when he 
ran into a show of deter­ 
mined opposition. 
Among Republican leaders 
the belief is general the same 
thing will happen this year. 


SIGNIFICANTLY

choice for this job. He is 
known to have advised Rock­

.JERUSALEM /P—Despite the 
îontinuance of o c c a s i o n a l 
fhootings and other border in­ 
cidents, tensions between Is­ 
rael and her neighboring Arab 
countries appears to have les­ 
sened recently.

General Thant has suggested 
that U.N. member states con­ 
sider the possibility of cutting 
down on the size and cost of 
the 5,000-man U.N. emergency 
force sent to the area after the 
Israel invasion of Egypt in 
1956. 


The emergency force is 
stationed in the Sinai Penin­ 
sula and Gaza Strip between 
Israel and Egypt. 


On the basis of a request by 
the U.N. Security Council, the 
secretary general also has re­ 
quested a new overall report 
on the Israel-Arab armistice 
situation. 
The request was made of 
Norwegian Gen. Odd Bull, who 
is chief of staff of the United 
Nations truce observation or­ 
ganization in Israel. 


General Bull's report will 
rover only the working or 
non-working of the 108-man 
truce observation group and 
four mixed armistice commis­ 
sion* which operate under 
U.N. auspices. 


General 
Bull 
has a 
staff 
of

officers 
who 
make 
observations at various points 
along the borders between Is­ 
rael, Lebanon, Jordan. Syria 
and Egypt There also is a staff 
of 
150 
civilian 
employees, 
largely 
at 
headquarters

The observation officers in 
the field are called “the army 
of the unarmed." They not only 
have no weapons but no com­ 
bat units under their command 


Their equipment consists 
of 
maps 
and 
binoculars, 
jeeps, radio sets and a large 
batch of white flags. 


Their task is to observe the 
frontier situation and to ar­ 
range, if necessary, cease-fires 
in the case of major conflict. 
They also are expected to 
Investigate all incidents, report 
them and seek in every way to 
maintain armistice agreements 


between Israel and the Arab 
countries. 
From General Bull’s head­ 
quarters a report Js dispatched 
weekly to the U N. in New 
York, The observation organi­ 
zation’s files have grown to 
fantastic proportions since the 
armistice 
agreements 
w e r e 
signed 15 years ago.

When the Israeli-Arah armis­ 
tices were signed in 1949, the 
mixed armistice commissions 
were set up to iron out any 
problems which might arise 
They are made up of equal 
numbers of representatives of 
Israelis, the various Arab coun­ 
tries and the U.N. truce ob­ 
servation organization.

Brown Takes Credit For Gas Tax Hike 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Gov.! 
Edmund G. Brown who, less 
than a year ago, was an out­ 
spoken opponent of increasing 
the state’s gasoline tax, now 
has listed the imposition of the 
extra one-cent a gallon tax as 
one of his accomplishments 
during the 1963 session of the 
legislature. 


Speaking at a recent con­ 
ference on the metropolitan 
future at University of Cali­ 
fornia, Berkeley, 
B r o w n 
noted there were many prob­ 
lems in metropolitan plan­ 
ning. Brown said he was well 
aware of the gap “between 
planning 
and 
implementa­ 
tion," but said he was fight­ 
ing to close the gap. 


The governor listed a num­ 


ber of accomplishments that 
had been made in improving 
urban planning and develop­ 
ment. Of the six points of ac­ 
complishment listed by Brown, 
five included: 


Formation of local agency 
formation commissions; de­ 
velopment of framework for 
regional planning districts; 
coordinating council on ur­ 
ban policy; authorization of 
state assistance in mass rapid 
transit plans; and a 150-miI- 
Hon-dollar proposed bond is­ 
sue for beach and park ac­ 
quisition and de\elopmcnt, 
to be voted on by the people 
next year. 
No. 4 in Rrown's list of ac­ 
complishments concerned the 
gasoline tax. 
“We increased the gas tax by 


one cent to provide additional 
revenue for cities and counties 
to repair deficiencies on city 
streets and county roads which 
are tied into the state highway 
system,” Brown said. “We also 
authorized counties to levy an 
additional one-half of 1 per 
cent motor vehicle in lieu tax 
on a permissive basis for the 
development of rapid transit 
facilities in our metropolitan 
areas.”

Teachers' Average Pay? 


$41.31 For Work Day 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
California Teachers Assn. has 
reported 
the 
pay 
scale 
for 
teachers 
in 
the 
state 
now 
ranges from somewhat above 
the legal minimum of $4,500 
to a top of $13,400. 
The CTA said 322 new sched- 
tiles of classroom teacher sal­ 
aries just published indicate 
about a 4 per cent increase this 
fall. 
If the average number of 
days in a school year is 180, 
this would mean teachers are 
paid an average of $41.31 per 
day. In most occupations, the 
work-year runs about 244 days 
and the same teacher salary 
translated into those occupa­ 
tions would produce an average 
annual salary of slightly more 
than $10,000. 


The CTA said three districts 
reported maximum salaries for 
teachers of $12,000 or more 
another 14 were above $11,000, 


and 99 others paid $10.000 or 
better to their top scales. 
During the 1963 legislative 
session, the CTA attempted to | 
increase the legal minimum for 
teachers’ salaries from $4,500 
to $5.000. The move was re­ 
jected. largely on the premise 
that most districts were paying 
above the $4.500 figure, and 
the fact that a raise of the min­ 
imum figure often results in 
corresponding increases up the 
line. 
The CTA, in its trade jour­ 
nal, had some comments on the 
recent effort in the legislature: 
“In the light of CTA’s un­ 
successful effort in the 1963 
legislature to have the mini­ 
mum 
teacher 
salary 
raised 
from $4,500 to $5,000, it is in­ 
teresting to note that only two 
out of the 170 southern dis­ 
tricts 
reporting 
have 
mini- 
mums below the $5,000 figure 
and neither of those two is at 
the minimum.’’

No. 2, that there would be no 
additional taxes added to the 
taxes that we already have; 
and No. 3, that there would 
he tax reform, and I’ve been 
trying to the best of my abil­ 
ity to live up to that pledge 
in this ’63-’64 budget." 


At that time, Brown said he 
still was opposed to the gas tax 
increase bill. 


“The only thing I haven’t 
said is that I would veto it,” he 
said. 
If the Senate and the 
Assembly pass a tax bill de­ 
spite my opposition, I think the 
legislature is certainly entitled 
to an open mind as I’ve indi­ 
cated. I’m opposed to it, but 
there are a great many bill* 
that I’ve signed during the last 
four years that I’ve been op­ 
posed to.” 


When Brown signed t h e 
gas tax hill into law on Aug. 
18, following a public hear­ 
ing, he asked witnesses if 
he would be violating his 
no-newtax pledge by sign­ 
ing it.

But No Flour 


For Other Things

MOSCOW d’PD — “There is 
plenty of bread for everybody 
—look for yourself,” said a 
Babushka d housewife as she 
pointed to row upon row of 
white and black bread in a Mos­ 
cow bakery- 
The woman was standing in 
a long line and when she count­ 
ed the 24 shoppers ahead of 
her, she sighed. 


“There Is always enough 
bread and other things,” she 
said, “but these lines— al­ 
ways lines for everything.” 


To the casual observer In 
Moscow the sight of bread lines 
—together with the uproar in 
the Soviet press about bread 
wastage— might indicate severe 
shortages this winter. But this 
does not appear to be the case. 
A check of Moscow shop* and 
bakeries show* plenty of breid 
to go around, although some 
have limited sales to one loaf 
to a customer to prevent rush 
buying 


New* of the poor grain 
harvest led to a rash of scare 
food buying In many Moscow 
stores earlier thii month but 
this has largely subsided. 
Even restaurants are still 
“piling It high” despite gov­ 
ernment warnings to go easy 
on bread. 


The spotty wheat harvest has 
however led to one shortage: 
Flour for baking is unavailable 
at retail stores in the Soviet 
capital at present. The Soviet 
government has assured that 
there will be adequate supplies 
this winter as a result of wheat 
purchases abroad. 
As the housewife walked out 
of the bakery clutching two 
loaves of white 
bread, 
she 
smiled at a western reporter, 
saying: 
“Lining up to buy anything 
is a habit with us. I must aver­ 
age an hour a day on a line.” 


All over the capital elty 
there are lines and not only 
for bread—for watermelons 
(now in 
season and 
very 
tasty), 
tomatoes, 
potatoes, 
milk and cheese. 


The main reason for the 
lines, Russians explain, is not 
only that Soviet farms and 
processing 
plants 
still don’t 
turn out supplies fast enough: 
It is also due to poor distribu­ 
tion. 
That the Soviet Union 
has insufficient retail shops 
was admitted only this month 
by the magazine Soviet Trade. 
The number of food shops— 
in fact, stores of any descrip­ 
tion—is only a fraction of the 
number to be found in New 
York or Kansas City, London 
or Paris. By a rough estimate 
the number of bakeries, gro­ 
ceries and fruit and vegetable 
stores in Moscow can be no 
more than a 10th of those 
found in New York, for ex­ 
ample.

Poor distribution is mani­ 
fested in other ways. The

b e c a u s e of transportation 
foulups. 


Such 
reports 
of 
spoilage 
come almost daily and account 
for the fact that on a given day 
in Moscow there may be a glut 
of peaches or cucumbers while j 
there will be none of these | 
items the next. 
The Soviet Union has a long 
way to go in catching up with 
American food production by 
1970—a target date set 
by 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev. 
This year’s poor harvest and 
agricultural ills generally make 
this target exceedingly remote. 
One Soviet farmer still feeds 
only 6 43 persons in this coun­ 
try—which was the situation in 
America in 1900. Today one 


American 
farmer 
turns out 
enough food to feed an aver­ 
age of 23 69 persons, according 
to U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture figures. 


Nevertheless, despite grain 
shortages 
this 
year, 
poor 
utilization of farm machin­ 
ery, and insufficient use of 
fertilizer and irrigation fa­ 
cilities, Russian agriculture 
Is making forward strides. 


The grain crop this year is 
poor due to drought and bad 
weather in the Ukrainian and 
Kazakhstan virgin land bread 
basket areas 
The fact that an output of 
grain 
almost 
equal 
to 
last 
year’s yield constitutes a grain 
shortage, Western experts here 
say, is due to the increasing re­ 
quirements of rising popula­ 
tion. and demand from Rus­ 
sians to be better fed.

Picture a freight train loaded 
with wheat stretching almost 
from New York to Chicago. 
Imagine one sale involving 
more wheat than the entire 
wheat producing state of North 
Dakota turns out in a year. 


Reflect on placing possibly 
up to $500 more In the hands 
of a typical north central 
wheat grower. 


I 
This is the scope of the big 
wheat sale to Russia—a deal 
which has its origin among the 
wheat shippers of Minn^apo- 
lis-St. Paul. 
One Twin Cities Association 
figured that a 200 million bush­ 
el sal# could pos>ihly boost the 
price of wheat by about 20 
cents a bushel. 


For an average farm In the 
hea\y wheat-growing area of 
northeast North Dakota, for 
example, the farmer would 
have about 2,500 bushels of 
wheat to sell on the basis of 
24 bushels to an acre. A 20 
cent per bushel price in­ 
crease would give him an 
extra $500. Spread out over 
many farmers, the deal could 
give agricultural states a big 
boost. 


The sale would also he an 
economic shot in the arm to 
other segments of the economy. 
For example, the grain will 
have to be shipped from the 
collection points to the ports 
and then to the Soviet Union. 


If one railroad train were 
used to pull the wheat to a 
port, it would stretch 776 
miles, nearly the distance 
from New York to Chicago. 
An average 40-foot boxcar 
can hold about 2,000 bushels 
of wheat. For 200 million 
b u s h e l s , a b o u t 100.000 
freight cars would be needed. 


Selling wheat to the Russ­ 
ians, pro-sale men argue, will 
make money for U.S. farmers 
and at the same time give So­ 
viet agriculture a black eye. 


The United States has a 
surplus of wheat, estimated 
at about 1.2 billion bushels. 
Wheat men said this Is not 
staggering, since It repre­ 
sents only about one year’s 
supply. 


Despite the surplus, export­ 
ers were nearly unanimous in 
feeling that any wheat sold to 
the Soviet Union should come 
from current production and 
not 
from 
government-owned 
stocks. They said a private sale 
would help boost the price for 
wheat in this country and thus 
help the farmer.

It is there that the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints (Mormon) has 
gouged a maze of under-rock caverns de­ 
signed to safeguard the millions of dollars 
worth of its genealogical records. 


Called the Little Cottonwood Project - 
after the canyon where it is located -th e 
network of tunnels and vaults cost the 
church more than 1.5 million dollars. 


The tunnels include three 600-foot-long 
storage vaults which have been lined with 
one and one-half feet of concrete and 
heavy corrugated steel. Three large bank 
vault doors have been installed for added 
security. The three main passages will be 
intersected by three others more than 400 
feet long. 


Destined for storage in the vaults at con­ 
trolled 
temperatures 
and 
humidity are 
more than 500 million microfilmed pages 
of genealogical records. 


The church places considerable weight 
on the eternal nature of the family rela­ 
tionship. If a Mormon fully obeys the teach­ 


ings of his faith, he may enter into a mar­ 
riage covenant that not only lasts until 


"death do us part.” but continues on "for 
time and eternity.” 


Mormon doctrine states that m em bers’ 


ancestors who died before the regilion was 


revealed in the early 1800s may be bap­ 


tized by proxy as the first step in their ac­ 
ceptance into the faith. But the living must 
gather the necessary vital statistics con­ 
cerning their kin. Thus, the em phasis on 
genealogical research and record keeping. 


In recent years, the church's record- 
gathering 
chore 
has 
been 
facilitated 
through a cooperating program with thou­ 
sands of archivists and priests in foreign 
countries. The Mormons maintain a num­ 
ber of m icrofilm ing team s abroad and in 
the United States. These teams, where 
permitted, search records or any lead that 
could uncover information of births, mar­ 
riages, or deaths. The records are micro­ 
filmed and the film shipped to Salt Lake 
City. 


Because of the zeal of thousands of dedi­ 
cated church workers, the church genea­ 
logical library now includes more than 
1,700,000 microfilmed volumes. 


More than 500.000.000 pages have been 
microfilmed.

A new church in Corte Ma­ 
dera was the focus of a church 
and com m unity survey conduct­ 
ed by a study group at Golden 
Gate Baptist Theological Sem ­ 
inary, Strawberry. 
The church, now the Tamal- 
pais Baptist Church, holds Sun­ 
day services in the Corte Ma­ 
dera Recreation Center. 
The survey was conducted by 
the students and Professor El­ 
m er L. Gray of the sem inary’s 
education administration class. 
Members of the church par­ 
ticipated in gathering and or­ 
ganizing com m unity data. The 
study had three purposes: 
1. To know and understand 
Corte Madera as the environ­ 
m ent of the church. 
2. To understand the func­ 
tions 
and 
activities

church, 
3. To aid the church in de­ 
veloping goals for its role of 
service in the community. 
"The survey brought into fo- 


cus for us the religious needs 


of the comm unity, and 
sug­ 


gested methods by which we 


can help meet those needs.”

An im m ediate result of the 
study was the re-naming of the 
church. It was organized two 
years ago as the Corte Madera 
Baptist 
Church. 
But 
it

found that this name caused 
confusion with another exist­ 
ing church, 
First Baptist of 
Corte Madera. So, at the com ­ 
pletion of the study, the m em ­ 
bers voted 
to 
adopt 
a 
new 
name The name chosen was 
"Tamalpais.” 


General conclusions of the 
survey included these: 


The present population and 
the continuing increase war­ 
rant not just one new church 
but many churches in the Corte 
Madera-Larkspur area. 
In view of the

growth and the number of non­ 
church - going residents, new 
churches 
can

to 
serve the com m unity without 
competition with other church­ 
es. 


The church’s visitation pro­ 
gram should be set up not sim ­ 
ply to invite new' prospects to 
attend services, but equally im ­ 
portant, to help new residents 
becom e adjusted in their new 
community.

Joe Cervetto Enjoys His Role 
As Modern-Day Christopher Columbus 


The man who annually por­ 
trays Christopher Columbus 
at 
Aquatic Parks colorful 
pageant, reenacting the famed 
explorer s discovery of Amer­ 
ica in 1402, discovered the 
New World for himself back 
in 1933. 
Joe Cervetto. who resides 
at 24 Sea Way in San Rafael 
and who will be portraying 
Columbus 
fo r 
h is 
sixth 
straight 
year 
during 
San 
Franciscos 
Columbus 
Day 
celebration today and tomor­ 
row, came to this country 
seeking the fruits of the New 
World, just as Columbus did. 
and found that America was 
filled with opportunities if a 
person were willing to work 
hard for them. 


CERVETTO CAME to San 
Francisco from his birthplace 
Genoa, Italy, «where Colum­ 
bus was also born) on May 24. 
1933. He brought with him a 
burning ambition to make 
something of himself in the 
New World along with a pock- 
etbook that was starving from 
malnutrition. 


After working at several 
odd jobs, in 1935 he started 
the Cervetto Building Mainte­ 
nance Co. It wasn’t much of 
a "company-’—the only em­ 
ployee being Cervetto. 
His 
"office” was in the basement 
of a house at 395 Green Street 
in San Francisco. 


John B Molinari, justice of 
the California District Court 
of Appeal, has some reflec­ 
tions on those early begin­ 
nings of the Cervetto Build­ 
ing Maintenance Co. 


" I AM VERY familiar with 
the start of Joe’s company. 
When he went in business, he 
hired me as his attorney. And 
in those days clients were few 
and far between. I guess you 
might say that both of us 
were starting out in business. 


"I 
remember 
very 
well 
Joe's 
janitorial 
equipment 
then. 
Matter of fact, there 
wasn't too much to remem­ 
ber. His equipment consisted 
of a mop, a water pail and a 
pair of good strong legs to 
carry him and his ‘equipment’ 
to his few jobs. 


"Cervetto didn't mind the 
hard work because, by this 
time, he had really discov­ 
ered America and knew that 
hard work would bring its 
own rewards. 
Although he 
worked hard in these begin­ 
ning years, he was always 
pleasant and willing to assist 
his adopted San Francisco.” 


J U S T I C E Molinari also 
says that Cervetto, like Co-

lumbus, took many chances 
in his chosen field — always 
striving to improve himself. 


"And today,” says Justice 
Molinari, *28 years later, one 
can say that Joe is reaping 
the harvest of bis labors. He 
is a successful businessman 
and dvic leader. And when 
you come right down to it, 
what better person is there 
to portray Christopher Colum­ 
bus than Joe Cervetto?” 


The Cervetto B u i l d i n g 
Maintenance Co. today boasts 
100 employees along with 18 
trucks, serving the Bay Area. 
From his makeshift basement 
"office” he has risen to a 
huge warehouse and office at 
124 Russ Street, a brand new 
12-unit apartment house at 
the foot of Telegraph Hill 
and a beautiful home in San 
Rafael And even though this 
onetime 
immigrant 
janitor 
has "made it” in the New 
World, he is still a pleasant 
and friendly person who do­ 
nates much of his time to 
civic projects. 


JO E CERVETTO takes the 
job of portraying Christopher 
Columbus very seriously. 


“ Many times," he explains, 
"people ask me to put on the 
Columbus costume and to act 
funny. This I refuse to do. 
I have too much respect for 
the memory of Columbus to 
do this. To me it is a great 
honor to portray this brave 
man. and when 1 put on his 
costume I do so with respect 
for him and his memory.” 


Several years ago he bought 
himself a 37-ft. boat which he 
docks in back of his home 
on the Marina Vista Canal. 


AND WHAT did he name 
his boat? The Santa Maria, 
of course. 


He reads everything he can 
get his hands on dealing with 
Columbus and 
his travels. 
This has made him a walking 
book of knowledge on the 
famed 
explorer. 
While 
in 
Spain last year he had made 
a sword which he uses in the 
Columbus 
Day 
celebration. 
The place the 
sword was 
forged was Toledo, Spain— 
the same place where Colum­ 
bus had his weapon made. 


Cervetto’s 7-year-old 
son, 
Joseph Maria, helps his dad 
in the Columbus Day celebra­ 
tion. 


LAST YEAR he was a page 
boy 
for "Queen 
Isabella.” 
However, this year he will be 
a page boy for his father at 
the Aquatic Park festivities. 
Mrs. Cervetto «Pamela) also 
assists her husband in pre­ 
paring for the celebration. 


He has been honored many 
times by the Italian govern­ 
ment for helping to bring 
about a better understanding 
between the two countries. 
He has also been honored by 
the city of Genoa. Italy, for 
his portrayal of Columbus. 


Cervetto will land at Aqua­ 
tic Park in San Francisco by 
boat at 3:30 p.m., tomorrow, 
to be greeted by Indiana and 
to claim the land for Spain. 
Following the landing, a half- 


hour Aquatic Park pageant 
will take place.

Marins Workshop For Women Poets 


It began in the minds of 
two women during the spring 
of 1946 as a dream a chal­ 
lenge and a goal. 
After 17 years of closely- 
knit 
relationships, 
coopera­ 
tion and study, the challenges 
have been 
formidable, 
but 
are still being met head-on, 
anti the goals are continually 
being reached and surpassed. 
The two women were Mar­ 
garet 
Albanese 
and 
Ruth 
Murray Jones of San Rafael, 
both members of the Arts 
Section of the Marin Branch. 
American Assn of University 
Women. 


DEDICATED TO the prin 
ciple 
that 
the creation of 
good poetry was the most 
challenging of disciplines in 
the field of writing, and dis­ 
contented with “ just sitting 
and 
listening, 
rather 
than 
doing.” they gathered around 
them on that first meeting 
night in 1946 a number of 
A A U W members and a few 
interested visitors They pro­ 
jected their ideas for a work­ 
shop, with emphasis on the 
"work” ; they talked of the 
joys of fulfillment when a 
poem touches the heart of 
another; they spoke of the 
satisfaction in seeing the best 
of a group’s poetry published 
in a yearly brochure of its 
own; and, not stopping at 
this, they emphasized the im­ 
portance of having a poem 
accepted by outside publica­ 
tions, as a stepping stone to 
continual growth. 
Thus, out of the Arts Sec­ 
tion of the AAUW, the Cre­ 
ative Writing Workshop was 
born, with an initial member­ 
ship of eight women. 
Of 
that 
original 
group, 
three are still active partici­ 
pants today — the founders, 
and Davina Kosh, also a resi­ 
dent of San Rafael. 


THROUGHOUT the years 
membership 
has 
averaged 


around 12. being constantly 
replenished by new members 
when drop-outs occur. How­ 
ever. the majority of the cur­ 
rent members have been in 
the group for more than 10 
years 
For the most part strict 
workshop rules are adhered 
to during the evening meet­ 
ing held once a month at the 
homes of members. The de­ 
sire to talk of extraneous 
matters is held at a mini­ 
mum, for these women are 
serious 
writers 
of 
poetry 
This does not imply that all 
of their work is of serious 
nature, for they write humor­ 
ous poetry as well, but this 
too 
must 
meet 
a 
certain 
standard. 
Occasionally 
guest 
poets 
are invited to attend meet­ 
ings to act as critics. 


POEMS 
A K E 
submitted 
anonymously with prior an­ 
nouncement of form and or 
topic. Each member has an 
opportunity to read a given 
poem and copies are handed 
out to the remainder of the 
group. 
The 
members 
say 
they 
have found that the oppor­ 
tunity to read aloud develops 
the difficult art of reading 
poetry effectively. 
For obvious reasons it was 
decided 
t h a t 
anonymous 
poems could be better criti­ 
cized 
without 
personality 
conflict. Criticism, first by 
the 
reader, 
then 
by 
the 
group, is always forthright, 
often harsh, but based solely 
upon quality, worth and po­ 
tential— not on personal like 
or dislike of the subject. At 
the end of the readings, au­ 
thors are identified. 
Complete lack of response 
to a poem is usually the flat 
sound of failure. Occasionally 
a "gem” is produced at first 
writing, and this rarity is 
greeted with a sigh that per­ 


meates the entire group Most 
of the poems, however, must 
be revised, and many are re­ 
written again and again. 
Analogically s p e a k i n g , 
poems like gems, must be 
cut, trimmed, ground, sanded 
and 
polished!

EACH 
FEBR U A R Y 
work 
begins on their yearly copy­ 
righted brochure. "Arrows in 
the Air.” publi>hed by An- 


drews Printing Co. of San 
Rafael. 
A sheaf of the individual's 
yearly work is sent to all 
members who cast their votes 
for 
the 
poems 
which 
are 
finally selected for the book. 
The number chosen is based 
upon the author’s output for 
the preceding year, and runs 
from one to four poems. 
With the exception of 1962. 
a yearly brochure has been 
published since the first ap­ 
peared in May of 1947. It is 
underwritten by the mem­ 
bers. The books are widely 
distributed, some 
as gifts, 
others to local libraries. Year­ 
ly copies are requested by 


Brown University in Rhode 
Island The Cottage Bookshop 
in San Rafael handles the 
local sales. 
As a group the workshop 
has endeavored to keep poet­ 
ry 
alive 
in 
a 
wrorld 
that 
seems to reject it 
It was instrumental in per­ 
suading 
th e 
Indepemh nt- 
Journal to start the popular 
"Poet’s Corner” in its Marin 
Magazine some years ago. It 
helped to sponsor Poetry Day 
in the state of California. In 
1950 the date Oct. 15 was of­ 
ficially 
designated 
Poetry 
Day by then Gov. Earl War­ 
ren. 


STARTING IN May of 1947 
and for several years there­ 
after. under the chairman­ 
ship of Margaret Albanese, 
the workshop conducted a 
weekly radio program over 
KTIM, bringing to the listen­ 
ers of the county the best of 
contemporary poetry. 
Members 
have 
acted 
as 
judges for a poetry contest 
held each year at the Ross 
School 
They 
h a v e 
also 
judged many statewide con­ 
tests. 
As i n d i v i d u a l s their 
achievements have been note­ 
worthy. 


M ARGARET Albanese has 
seen her poems published all 
over the world. Translator, 
lecturer and judge of con­ 
tests, she has twice been the 
recipient of the grand prize 
at the annual Poet’s Dinner 
in Berkeley. Wife of Joseph 
Albanese. insurance agent, in 
1951 she published her per­ 
sonal book of poetry, "Heir 
to Eden.” She was the first 
chairman of the workshop. 
Ruth Murray Jones, wife 
of the late Victor Jones of 
the San Rafael city schools, 
has received numerous prizes 
for her work and has seen 
much of it published. She has 
won the grand prize in a 


statewide Ina Coolbrith poet­ 
ry contest, in which organiza­ 
tion she is now a member of 
the board. Charter member 
and past president of the Ma­ 
rin Branch of AAUW. she 
has twice been chairman of 
the workshop. 
Davina Kosh is the wife of 
Albert F. Kosh, a building 
contractor. Her poems have 
been published in the I-J and 
other media 
Much of her 
writing has been in the field 
of publicity. She was winner 
of the grand prize at the 
Poet’s Dinner in 1958. She i^ 
the present co-chairman of 
the group.

AS A MEMBER Of the KCBS editorial board, in addition to 
his duties os director of news and public affairs, Don 
Mozley has the added responsibility of helping to deter­ 
mine the stands the radio station w ill take on im portant 


A ( O A ST TO-COAST news­ 
caster at the age of 21, Don 
Mozley has been on the scene 
or handling radio communi­ 
cations links for many of the 
top news stories s i n c e the 
start of World W ar II. In fact, 
by monitoring Morse c o d e 
transmissions of Domei, the 
official Japanese news agency, 
he was the first to flash the 
news that Japan would sur­ 
render. 
As a world traveler, he has 
been to many countries in­ 
cluding six trips to Europe. 
“ Moze,’’ as he is called by 
his friends, designed his own 
home in Mill Valley. It is lo 
cated on a hill with a spec­ 
tacular view, and has a drive­ 
way that looks like a ski run 
He describes his residence as 


“ a small place, on a huge lot. 
where the grass and plants 
are perennially out of con­ 
trol.” 


BU ILT ORIGIN AM ,Y as an 
i n v e s t m e n t , Don was so 
pleased when he finished the 
house, he decided to stay in 
it. 
in Mozley s opinion, luck 
and “ the brashness of youth” 
have played a large part in 
the manv “ beats” that he has 
scored in his “ first 20 years” 
of newscasting. 
He recalls with a grin how 


the end of war in the Pacific 
sounded like a CBS Radio cre­ 
ation. The networks were in 
b i t t e r competition for the 
signing ceremony and for re­ 
ports on its overtones a n d 
after - effects throughout the 
Pacific and Asia. By govern­ 
ment decree, the broadcast 
of the signing itself, on the 
deck of the battleship Mis­ 
souri, was to be “ pooled” : 
One program to all networks. 
Mozley was tipped off by a 
military source as to the prob­ 
able time the “ pool” broad­ 
cast would start, and then, 
gambling thousands of dol­ 
lars of CBS money, he or­ 
dered every commercial and 
military shortwave circuit for 
CBS 
Radio's exclusive 
use 
s t a r t i n g at the time he 
guessed it would end. 


AS DON recalls, * I figured 
how long it would take Gen­ 
eral Mac Arthur to say ‘sign 
here’ and a few hundred oth­ 
er words, and placed our or­ 
der on that basis.” 
As a result, the brief cere­ 
mony on the battlesh " was 
followed by a long, CBS pro­ 
gram, featuring every corres­ 
pondent at e v e r y available 
transmitter in 
the 
Pacific, 
w h i l e the other networks 
fumed. One rival executive 
phoned Mozley’s boss in San 
Francisco and said he wanted 
to hire Don “just to have the 
pleasure of firing him.” 
Before coming to CBS, Don 
Mozley had attended the Uni­ 
versity of M i s s o u r i , done 
newspaper work for Justus F. 
Craemer and his O r a n g e 
County Journal and for As­ 
sociated Press, and served as 
news editor of an Oakland 
radio station.

KCBS) and lasted only a few 
weeks as a staff announcer. 
In those days, announcers 
spun their own phonograph 
records. This M o z l e y had 
never done. After a few wild- 
sounding moments on the air, 
in which Bing Crosby sang at 
double speed and the New 
York P h i l h a r m o n i c was 
mixed with spot announce­ 
ments for an anti-acid, the 
station decided he was, as 
he’d claimed all a l o n g , a 
newsman. 
CBS News, just organizing 
its 
San 
Francisco 
Bureau, 
hired him as managing edi­ 
tor, a job combining network 
newscasting with direction of 
a bureau handling all short­ 
wave pickups from CBS cor 
respondents in the P a c i f i c , 
Orient, and Moscow. 
In the post war period, hav­ 
ing covered the political cam­ 
paigns of the late Senator 
Robert Taft and Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon, as w e 11 
as many other West Coast as­ 
signments, Mozley finally had 
a chance to settle down in 


1949 when CBS bought KQW 
and changed the call letter to 
KCBS. He was incorporated 
into the local staff, first as 
news editor and later as di­ 
rector of news and public af­ 
fairs. 


DURING H IS 20 years as a 
newsman, Don M o z l e y has 
met and/or interviewed many 
of the newsmakers of the era 
including A n t h o n y Eden, 
Presidents Eisenhower a n d 
Truman. N i x o n , Sam Ray- 
b u r n . Harold Ickes, Henry 
Ford II, Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, Gov. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller and Gov.

He is a long - time friend of 
Lowell Thomas and serves as

For 20 Years Don Mozley Has

all networks, and represented 
them again more recently at 
the Caryl Chessman interview 
In San Quentin, two days be­ 
fore the convict’s execution. 


WHEN DON is not at the 
KCBS studios preparing ma­ 
terial for his two shows, “Cal­ 
i f o r n i a Evening Report,’ 
heard at 5:15 p.m., and "Ten 
O’clock Wire,” broadcast at 
10 p.m. or covering a local 
news story he can be found 
at home. 
His hobbies are “dreaming 
of sports cars 1 intend to buy 
but never do, and, repairing 
the swimming pool which can 
develop more ailments than a 
centipede with athlete’s foot.- 
Between moments of fool­ 
ing with th‘* filter system, he 
enjoys 
paddling 
back 
and 
forth in the warm water (80 
degrees), or floating for hours 
on his back on a rubber mat­ 
tress. 


“MOST OF my good ideas 
come when I’m half drown­ 
ed,” he says. 
M o s t of taozley’s career 
with CBS has been on the ra­ 


dio side which he finds far 
more satisfying than the occa­ 
sional network TV news re­ 
ports he is called upon to do. 
Don feels that “TV news­ 
casts, especially local shows, 
are tied to the picture—rou­ 
tine fires, dull interviews, and 
a parade of unfortunates pass- 
i n g by the police booking 
desk. Much news is not visual, 
and radio covers a mountain 
of stories while the TV cam­ 
era is still searching through 
mole hills.” 
DON’S PET peeve, as he 
puts it, “is the trend in recent 
years of showing accused per­ 
sons inside the jail.” 
He says, “If police will not 
protect t h e s e people, it is 
time the Bar Association, the 
district attorney's office and 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union did so. Jail interviews 
should never be permitted be 
fore the accused has legal 
counsel, and not, under most 
circumstances, unless the at­ 
torney is present.” 
In contrast, Mozley ravors 
microphones and cameras in 
courtrooms, placed unobtru­ 
sively to avoid becoming a 


factor in the trial. 
He makes frequent lecture 
appearances and is scheduled 
to talk next in Olney Hall, 
College of Marin in Kentfield, 
next Thursday at 12:15 p.m. 
at a student assembly pro­ 
gram. 


DON MO/LLV recommends 
the news broadcasting busin­ 
ess only to those who won’t 
count the hours, and can heed 
the call of work at any time 
of the day or night. Despite 
his past 20 years of such a 
schedule, he bears up remark­ 
ably well, and can recall only 
two illnesses — a complete 
collapse and hospitalization at 
the end of the war, and what 
he calls “the painting de­ 
bacle.” Completing a staining 
job on the redwood portion of 
his house, he took one last 
triumphant swipe with the 
brush, fell off the chair and 
broke his ankle. 
What about the next 20 
years of the Mozley career? 
He says, “One thing for 
sure. I'm not going to paint 
that house again, it's too dan 
gcrous.”

At the close of the book 
Denis is engaged in the haz­ 
ardous adventures of mar­ 
riage and producing a tele­ 
vision series. 
A crusader for the preser­ 
vation of wildlife, he does not 
belittle his TV chores, but 
rather says, “I believe the 
most important thing I have 
done in my life was to be­ 
come the first to put the case 
for wildlife on television.” 
One suspects that he has 
written the book in the same 
cause.

keep 
A GOOD IDEA which has 
blossomed this year is to put 
the lounge area at the back 
or side of the garden, directly 
against 
the 
property 
line. 
Here, a fence will give com­ 
plete privacy to the patio 
without need for additional 
screening, as is often neces­ 
sary for house-attached patios 
and decks. 
The fence itself needs to be 
head-high, and a solid lioard 
pattern will offer the most 
seclusion. It can be built with 
one-by-six Douglas fir or cedar 
boards applied to a regular 
fence frame of four-by-four 
posts and two-by-four rails. 
Painted a soft spruce blue. 


the fence becomes a charming 
accent wall for the outdoor 
room, and a perfect place to 
hang seashell mosaics or sand 
sculptures. 
TO KEEP the garden sitting 
room cool throughout the day. 
it’s smart to add a sunshade 
canopy. This can 
be built 


with a simple post-and-beam 
framework using fir four-by- 
fours for posts and doubled 
two-by-sixes for the perim eter 
l>eams. Cross beams can be 
single two-by-sixes. 
The skeleton can be topped 
with translucent plastic pan­ 
els—white or yellow is best; 


dark colors tend to trap heat 
underneath — or a slat roof 
could be used. 
One - by - twos or one - by- 
fours are recommended for a 
slat roof and are spaced a 
half inch apart so that light is 
filtered and air can circulate 
freely. 
IF THE HOUSE next door 
is two-story or set on a higher 
grade than your own home, 


the canopy will do more than 
shade your garden room; it 
will also give more privacy to 
the area. 
The floor of the sitting 
room can be either paved or 
wood decked. Paving works 
well if the land is level and 
smooth, but building a wood 
deck is the simplest means of 
coping with a sloping grade 
or rocky soil. 
Choose Right Glue For The Job 


In 
the 
home 
workshop, 
most gluing jobs involve wood 
— and the varieties of wood 
glues are almost endless. 
Gluing failures can be at­ 
tributed 
generally 
to 
two 
causes: Not using the proper 
adhesive and failing to follow 
the directions on the con­ 
tainer. 


THERE ARE TWO basic 
typeb of wood glues. One type 
is used as purchased; the 
other must be mixed with 
water or a catalyst. Hide, fish 
and resin glues usually are 
used as is. The hide and fish 
glues had to be heated years 
ago and had an objectionable 
odor. 
Today they do not have to 
be heated, have virtually no 
odor and have excellent hold­ 
ing strength. 
The 
resin 
glues 
already 
mixed 
generally 
have 
less 
holding power but set faster 
and do not tend to stain. All 


three of these liquid glues 
should not be used on objects 
that will be left outdoors or 
are 
constantly 
exposed 
to 
high humidity. 


ANOTHER TYPE of resin 
glue comes in a powder which 
must be mixed with water. It 
is water-resistant and stain­ 
less and is especially good for 
bonding veneers. Also in pow­ 
der form is casein glue. It is 
not 
stainless, 
but 
is 
very 
strong and has this advantage 
for the amateur: It helps to 
fill poorly made joints. 
We 
hesitate 
to 
mention 
that, because a well-m ade 
joint can always be glued to­ 
gether better than a poorly 
made one. However, if you 
should happen to make an ill- 
fitting joint, powdered casein 
glue will do a better job of 
locking it in place than other 
kinds. 
Completely waterproof glue 
for woods 
the kind used in 


bonding 
plywood 
layers — 
comes in powder form which 
is mixed with a catalyst. It is 
more expensive than 
most 
other types, but is excellent 
for use on furniture that will 
remain outdoors. 


CONTACT CEMENT, as the 
name 
implies, 
is 
applied 
where clamps either cannot 
or are not used. Its most com­ 
mon use is in the bonding of 
laminated 
plastic to wood. 
Another quick-setting type of 
adhesive is epoxy resin. 
It 
often comes in two containers 
or applicators, the contents of 
which are mixed before appli­ 
cation. 
This must be used 
instantly, since one of the 
ingredients is a 
hardening 
agent. 
If not used very quickly, 
the mixture hardens and be­ 
comes useless. 
There are dozens of other 
special-purpose adhesives on 
the market for bonding rub­ 
ber, leather, textiles and all 
other kinds of materials. In 
making a selection, take a 
few minutes to read the di­ 
rections on the label rather 
than 
choosing a 
container 
that has an attractive appear­ 
ance or is cheapest. 


WHILE MANY glues have 
several 
different 
purposes, 
each usually is very good for 
one particular job and merely 
adequate for most others. 
And, above all, follow the 
directions to the letter. The 
precautions that apply to one 
type of glue do not neces­ 
sarily apply to another.

Psychologically, c e r t a i n 
colors 
enhance 
the 
enjoy­ 
ment of food. Peach and yel­ 
low-green are two such ex­ 
tremes — the first “ g o o d 
enough to eat,” the second, 
quite ‘ di.•tasteful.” 


Among 
light 
colors,

ange. clear yellow, and pale 
green. Blue is fairly satisfac­ 
tory, but mostly as an effec­ 
tive background for the dis­ 
play of edible products.

Goldenrod

seems “ rancid” to some peo­ 
ple; 
lemon

of all. 
As to deep colors, brown 
and tan seem best related to 
foods. Deep yellow, with a 
mustard or olive cast, is de­ 
cidedly 
undesirable. 
D e e p 


green and blue are relatively 
appealing, although dark col­ 
ors generally are not as ap­ 
petizing as light ones. Grays 
and blacks should be avoided 
— too dismal. 


THE THREE KINDS 
OF COLOR SCHEMES 


There are three kinds of 
color schemes you can plan 
for your home: Monochroma­ 
tic, related and contrasting. 


Monochromatic schemes are 
made up of the various tints 
and shades of one color— 
light, medium and dark green, 
for example. 
It’s always a 
good idea to use a dash of 
contrasting 
color 
in 
acces­ 
sories. 


Related schemes are made 


up of closely-related colors — 
blue with green, or orange 
with 
gold. 
T h e s e 
c o l o r 
schemes are easy to plan, and 
you’ll see related colors com­ 
bined in a variety of carpets 
and decorative fabrics. 
Contrasting 
schemes 
are 
made up of directly opposite 
colors — such as red with 
green, or blue with gold. It ’s 
advisable to have the walls 
and the floor in shades of the 
same color.

sions of one sort or another. 
These can be made less no­ 
ticeable by painting them the 
same color as the walls They 
will seem to fade into it. 


IN C ID E N T A L LY , 
do 
not 
paint radiators with metallic 
paint. Not only does silver or 
gold call attention to them, 
the metallic paint also holds 
back some of the heat. 
Where 
rooms 
open 
into 
each 
other, they 
will 
look 
more attractive if there is col­ 
or harmony between them. 
For example, the wall color 
of one room can be repeated 
as a tint on the ceiling of the 
adjoining room. Or a room 
painted in red can open onto 
one painted in a tint or shade 
of green, which is the com­ 
plement of red and goes well 
with it 
Remember, that when wood­ 
work is painted in a color dif­ 
ferent 
from the walls, the 
over all view is chopped up 


and the room looks smaller 
than it is. Reserve different 
colored woodwork for l a r g e 
rooms or where the wood is 
beautifully carved.

Few of us can have a 20-by- 
30 living room, but by using 
paint color correctly we can 
make a small room look much 
larger than it is. bring interest 
to a square room, widen a 
long, narrow room, raise or 
lower a ceiling. 
Here are some suggestions 
on how to use color dynamic­ 
ally: 


C O L O R S A R E often classi­ 
fied as being warm or cool. 
Red, orange, yellow and yel­ 
low green are warm colors; 
they seem to advance toward 
you Objects painted in these 
colors will seem smaller be­ 
cause of this apparent 
ad­ 
vance. 
Blues, violets, blue-greens 
and blue grays are the cool 
colors. Because they seem to 
retreat 
from 
you. 
objects 
painted in these colors will 
seem larger. 
But 
colors 
have 
another 
property, too. that of lightness 
or darkness. Adding white to 
a color makes it lighter, and 
it is called a tint Light colors 
reflect more light and make 
objects seem farther away. 
Thus, a room painted in light 
colors will seem larger than 
one painted in dark colors. 


C O L O R S A R E made darker 
by adding black, thus creat­ 
ing a shade Dark colors make 
objects 
seem 
smaller 
and 
heavier and make things seem 
closer. 
Thus, an overly large room 
can be made to seem more in­ 
timate by painting it in dark 
colors. 
W ith these few principles 
in mind, let’s see how interior 
proportions can be improved 
by the use of paint styling: 
If a room seems too small,

should be painted in light, 
cool colors. The pale colors 
make the walls visually re­ 
cede and create the illusion 
of a larger room Similarly, a 
low ceiling can be made to 
look higher if it is painted 
white or in a very light tint 


I F A R O O M seems too large, 
paint it in a dark or warm 
color to make it more invit­ 
ing and smaller. The bold 
warm colors will transform a 
barnlike living room into a 
pleasant place to spend your 
time or entertain friends. 
If your ceiling is overly 
high, a dark or warm color 
will lower it. 
Some rooms are long and 
narrow — bowling alley rooms, 
someone has called them This 
fault can be corrected by us­ 
ing both dark and light col­ 
ors, or warm and cool colors. 
Paint the narrow ends in a 


dark or warm color and the 
long walls in light or cool col­ 
ors. Magically, the dark walls 
will seem to approach, the 
side walls to recede The room 
will take on a better appear­ 
ance. 


A P E R F E C T L Y square room 
can be a dull room. Make it 
more interesting by painting 
one of the walls in a bright, 
warm color. This wall will be 
the focus of attention It can 
be the fireplace wall or one 
with an interesting alcove. 
Since a wall painted in a 
different color from the oth­ 
ers will draw attention, use 
this technique to emphasize 
or highlight a treasured an­ 
tique or family heirloom, or 
even your latest major furni­ 
ture purchase. It will be more 
noticeable against the wall of 
a different color. 
Many rooms have unfortu­ 
nate details in their construc­ 
tion: Radiators, pipes, protru­

CHILDREN outgrow these 
designs so fast that it’s more 
economical to shop foe items 
that can “grow” along with 
the child and his interests.

Then take 
three pieces of black wool 
2nd tape them to the cat s 
face for whiskers. 
Ink in 
large dots for eyes. That s all 
there is to it. 
You needn’t be limited to 
this calico cat design. It’s just 
one suggestion. A boy might 
prefer other animals or car, 
train or tin soldier shades.

By a slim margin. Early 
American, Colonial and Amer­ 
ican Federal beat out 20th 
Century modern in the dis­ 
plays.

Among the magical ingre­ 
dients you have for dressing 
your home are color, fabric,

Scanning the fall furniture 
fashion scene with an eagle 
eye on all that's new and a 
desire for furniture that will 
remain in style, the question 
of the kind and color of wood 
looms large 
Selection of m w dining or 
bedroom furniture or living 
room tables or cabinets is 
similar to deciding on major 
additions 
to 
a 
wardrobe. 
Prime consideration is per­ 
sonal 
preference. 
But the 
woman who feels best dressed 
in tweeds may not want to 
live with oak or another tex- 
tured wood. 
A good guide to the hard­ 
woods preferred by designers 
and manufactures is a survey 
made by the American Wal­ 
nut Manufacturers Assn. dur­ 
ing the mid-summer furniture 
markets. 
American black walnut has 
been a favorite wood for 
many years and for many dif­ 
ferent furniture styles. Again 
this year it was selected for 
over 27 per cent of all new 
dining and bedroom groups. 


AMERICAN wild cherry Ls 
the next most favored wood, 
appearing in over 21 per cent 
of the groups.

But, of course, maple con­ 
tinues outstanding in Early 
American groups, and was 


used in almost 18 per cent ot 
total group- shown. 
In all. over 30 different 
hardwoods were shown.

Rug Is Important 


H om em akers who have fi­ 
nally completed their selec­ 
tion of new carpeting find 
that their next question is: 
“What 
kind 
of 
padding 
should I buy? 


Though the use of g o o d 
padding is vital to a complete­ 
ly satisfactory carpet installa­ 
tion, its selection 
is 
much 
simpler than picking out the 
carpet. The only factors to 
consider are the performance 
and value features. 


CARPET 
PADDINGS 
are 
made of a variety of mate- 
nals. 
They 
include: 
Felted 
hair, or combinations of jute 
and hair, or all jute; s p o n g e 
rubber; foam rubber and plas­ 
tic foam products. 
The felted 
hair paddings 
have long been the most pop­ 
ular underlay material. They 
are 
durable, 
resilient 
and 
cushiony, but at the 
same 
time give firm support to the 
carpet, helping it to resist 
buckling or giving away too 
easily under foot pressure. 
The all-hair pads are fre­ 
quently recommended as they 
are reasonably priced and are 
the most durable of the felted 
products. The jute-hair com­ 
binations are usually lower- 
priced 
than 
all-hair 
pads, 
though not as durable, and 
are considered good buys for 
short-term installations. All­ 
jute padding, though cheap­ 
est, is the least durable, and 
sometimes tends to mat un­ 
d er the carpet. 


TIIE FELTED paddings are 
made in various weights bas­ 
ed on the n u m b er of ounces 
per square yard. They range 
from 32-ounces to 86 ounces. 
Normally, a 40-ounce pad will 


be completely adequate for 
most areas in a home. 
The rubber paddings come 
in a variety of thicknesses 
and forms. Some have a com­ 
pletely 
flat 
surface, 
while 
others have a rippled or in­ 
dented texture. 
Most rubber paddings tend 
to 
be 
more 
springy 
or 
“ bouncy'’ 
than 
the 
felted 
underlays. Carpet 
installers 
feel that though this feature 
is desirable to a degree, the) 
generally 
recommend 
thos« 
rubber and feller pads which 
gives firmer support to foot 
pressure than those which dip 
sharply or give away too eas­ 
ily. 
THEY AI-SO favor rubber 
paddings which feature a sur­ 
face of burlap or scrim fab­ 
rics which are molded to one 
side. 
These 
underlays 
are 
laid with the fabric side up, 
which permits the carpet to 
stretch tautly and evenly over 
the padding during installa­ 
tion. 
In 
general, 
the 
better 
grades of rubbe r paddings are 
priced higher than the felted 
carpet cushions. A good qual­ 
ity rubber pad will give long­ 
term service, is mildewproof, 
moth-proof 
a n d 
non-aller- 
genic. 
Another type of padding is 
made of felted hair im preg­ 
nated with foam rubber. This 
underlay 
combines 
advan­ 
tages of both the felted and 
rubber cushions. 
SOME CARPETS offered to­ 
day have the padding bonded 
to the back. While some of 
these carpets are good values, 
do not be deceived by a loose­ 
ly constructed carpet t h a t

< heck for density by feeling the carpet pressing your 
lingers into the pile and seeing whether the surface yarns 
are closely packed together. 
Carpets of good quality 
should look and feci substantial.

Fabric-Covered Walls Score 


Fabric-covered 
walls 
are 
coming to the fore. 


As a change from paint or 
wallpaper, and particularly if 
the wall is unsightly, an ap­ 
plication of inexpensive and 
attractive cloth can work won­ 
ders 


And for a super decorator 
touch, the same fabric can be 
used to cover a second hand 
couch, or a worn chest. 


C O U P LES W H O have used 
the fabric technique advise a 
trial run on a small area, like 
the inside of a closet door, be­ 


fore covering an entire wall. 
Choose a close-weaved, col­ 
or-fast fabric which is non- 
shrinkable. since you want a 
fabric 
wall 
you 
can 
keep 
clean by quick sponging. 
Ordinary wallpaper paste, a 
wide brush for applying it to 
the material, scissors, razor 
blade and a long ruler are the 
only tools required. 
In covering a chest, first 
sandpaper it smooth, and sim­ 
plify its dubious antiquity by 
removing gimcrack legs and 
ornate drawer pulls. 
W H EN 
M EA SU R IN G 
the 


fabric, plan to cover the top 
and front as one unit, pasting 
from the back rim over the 
horizontal surface and down 
to the base of the chest. Using 
the ruler for a steady hand, 
cut with the razor blade to 
make slits for drawers. 


Drawer panels need to be 
applied separately only if the 
fabric boasts a complicated, 
large-scale print. 


Again, wallpaper p a s t e , 
spread 
smoothly 
over 
the 
chest before applying the fab­ 
ric, assures a snug fit. 


SMALL DETAILS often create distinction ir 
a bedroom grouping. Here the night tabl< 
reflects all the niceties of the larger pieces 
Doors and drawer fronts are banded ir 


straight grain tupelo veneer, door panels 
show the graceful flowing figure of this 
tawny finished wood. On the headboard 
frame, the veneer is carefully mitered, 
adding to the crisp silhouette. 


Are Both Numerous And Varied 


One might as well count 
the stars as attempt to num­ 
ber the synthetic fiber fab­ 
rics on the market today. And 
every day the offerings are 
extended by laboratories and 
research centers.

menclature of man-made fi­ 
bers ( a c r y l i c , modacrylic. 
polyester, for example) may 
confuse the shopper, their 
wearability and beauty de­ 
light her. 


TO T H E A R T of fabric de­ 
sign 
has 
been 
added 
the 
knowledge of scientific con­ 
trol. This control results in 
fibers that resist fire, weather 
damages, fading and sagging. 
Many are wrinkle-free, drip^ 
dry, color-fast and durable. 
These advantages, not in­ 
herent in natural fibers, plus 
their ease of maintenance, 
endear the man-mades to the 
homemaker. 


W IT H NO natural limita­ 
tions, the colors, textures and 
patterns produced are literal­ 
ly without end. 
Nylon remains the Prima 
Donna of the fabric field, ap­ 
pearing in everything from 
rough homespun weaves to 
lush suede velvets. 
Rayons 
and acetates, often in combi­ 
nation, are particularly val­ 
ued for their 
luster, color 
clarity and stability. 
The polyester fabrics are 
among the latest entries bear 
ing the qualities of being drip 


dry, 
wrinkle free, 
resistant 
to 
cracking 
and 
splitting. 
_and washable. 


SARAN is another relative 
newcomer and is popular be­ 
cause of its durability and 
resistance to the damages of 
weather, fire and chemicals 
The beauty of fiber glass is 
prized as well as its protec­ 
tive qualities and wearability. 
Seldom are fabrics 100 per 


cent any one thing. They are 
blended, with each ingredient 
adding it* own special virtue 
one may be added for its 
strength, another for its elas 
ticity. perhaps for luster and 
so on.

Outsized cocktail tables are 
elegant in the right place, but 
they should never dominate 
the room.

To repair or not to repair a 
piece of furniture is a di­ 
lemma faced by many people. 
Is it worth the effort, they 
want to know. And how do 
you judge whether it is worth 
the time and trouble before 
you invest? 
If the object is a loved 
piece of furniture such as an 
old 
favorite 
rocking chair, 
family heirloom or one that 
recalls happy memories and 
associations, the expense and 
effort should be well worth it 
But one shouldn't put $300 
worth of labor into something 
bought for $20, just to prove 
he's got a bargain, unless the 
piece when finished is worth 
$320 to him. Value your own 
time 
when 
appraising 
the 
worth of an item to be re­ 
paired. 


A HARK ‘•find’’ is another 
matter. It could be that you 
would work for a year and put 
in hundreds of hours of spare 
time to repair a beautiful 
piece of furniture, matching 
veneers or inlay or applying 
authentic decorative design 
meticulously in a labor of; 
Ia u a . 
. 
This is an object you can 
exhibit with personal pride at 
the finish. 
The 
most 
careful 
buyer 
makes an occasional impul­ 
sive purchase that he must 
judge eventually as having 
been foolhardy. He should 
then settle for being out of 
pocket, reselling the article 
at the earliest opportunity 
even at a loss, if owning it 
causes him mental anguish. 


clamps. Decoration can be a 
costly item if gold leaf or 
many colors must be used 
Authentic 
reproductions 
of 
hardware can bring the cost 
of a good-size piece of furni­ 
ture up considerably. 


It is worthwhile if >ou have 
a treasure when finished, but 
often 
it 
would 
have been 
cheaper to buy a good piece 
in the beginning. 


ONE MAN, who bought a 
severely damaged B o s t o n 
rocker for $15. could have got 
one in good condition at the 
same sale for $27 But the en 
joyment he had in refinishing 
the 
piece 
was 
worth 
the 
trouble 


Attitude is something that 
must be taken into considera­ 
tion when making a decision 
too. and that can be evaluated 
only by the interested party. 
Never buy anything that 
needs to be repaired if you 
feel wishy-washy about do 
ing it. 


A CASE IN point is that of 
a young couple in a tiny house 
who found a good-size Direc- 
toire secretary, that m u s t 
have been a gem in other 
days. The inlay that is intact 
is lovely, but much of it is 
missing, along with so many 
other pieces—drawer fronts, 
hardware, rails—that it would 
be an enormous undertaking 
for an amateur cabinet work­ 
er. The desk section is fairly 
well intact with its narrow 
drawers, but sides and back 
of the piece are badly discol­ 
ored and slightly warped, and 
because of the inlay requires 
tremendous work. 
The husband realized he 
was licked when he took a 
good long look at it (which 
he should have done before 
buying it). His wife wants to 
make the best of it, putting 
it in the bedroom with what­ 
ever repairs they can make 
themselves making it useable. 
The husband realistically re­ 
fused. 
But now the piece is in 
their basement where it will 
no doubt deteriorate. It should 
be sold even at a loss to some­ 
one who has the time and ex­ 
perience to make the repairs. 


ANYTIME ONE buys an 
old piece of furniture with 
the idea of repairing it, he 
should be fairly well aware of 
how missing essential pieces 
may 
be located and have 
some basic knowledge of how 
to put the missing parts to­ 
gether. 
An old piece can be a good 
purchase, providing one has 
the time, money and materials 
to make repairs. It is frus­ 
trating when one doesn’t. 
Some people forget to fig­ 
ure the cost of materials 
when estimating expenditures 
necessary in making repairs.

Hints On Hiding Those Scratches 


What to do about scratches 
on that fine new furniture? 
Both the Cleanliness Bu­ 
reau and the Home Furnish­ 
ings I n d u s t r y Committee 
recommend that time - hon­ 
ored fir*t aid: Uub the scratch 
with the meat of a Brazil nut 
to darken and make it prac­ 
tically invisible. 
Perhaps you would prefer 
this more scientific treatment: 
Mix a third each of white 
vinegar, turpentine and boiled 
linseed oil (from the hard­ 
ware store). Shake these in­ 
gredients in a bottle, and rub 
the mixture on the scratch 
with a line-free rag. Then pol­ 
ish with a clean cloth. The 
The turpentine and linseed 
oil remove dirt, while the acid 
in the vinegar helps close up 
the scratch. 
Remove any greasy residue 
by washing the area with 
suds. 
To remove dirt and tarnish 
from brass hardware: Com­ 
bine vinegar and salt in a 
ceramic dish, and apply the 
mixture to a metal with a soft 
brush. Then wash the handle, 
locks or other brass with soap 
or detergent suds, rin^e with 
hot water, and polish with a 
dry cloth.

When housecleaning. don't 
overlook 
your 
framed 
pic­ 
tures. 


Check to see that the pic­ 
ture is hanging securely. Are 
the screws and wire securely 
attached to the back of the 
painting? Is the nail or pic­ 
ture hanger firmly anchored? 


Next, check the backing. Be 
,sure that the dust catcher is 
in good condition. To repair 
small tears, use gummed pa­ 
per. 


Carefully examine the pic­ 
ture frame. Since the frame 
is meant to protect the pic­ 
ture as well as enhance its 
beauty, it should fit well. Be 
sure the corners of the frame 
are 
even 
and 
fit 
together 
tightly. 
The 
inside 
frame 
edges should be smooth and 
level without jagged edges. 


If there are small cracks 
in the frame, you can repair 
them at home with stick shel­ 
lac. heated and applied like 
sealing wax. It is available in 
wood colors as well as gold 
and silver. 


To dust the frame, use a 
small soft brush, particularly 
on highly ornamented frames, 
then 
polish 
lightly 
with 
a 
clean cloth. 


If your picture is covered 
with glass, clean the glass 
with a damp cloth wrung as 
dry as possible. Even a small 
amount of moisture on the 
glass can seep along the edges 
and ruin the picture or the 
mat.
